make the following by-laws under clause 39 of section 478 of the said Act regulating 
the removal and disposal of rank or noxions vegetation ;— 


By-laws under clause 39 of section 478 of the Caleutta Municipal Act regulating 
the removal and disposal of rank and noxious vegetation, 


Removal of rank or noxious vegetation—Removal by the owner or 
¥ occupler. 


(1) Whenever it shall appear to the Health Officer that the removal and disposal of 
any rank or noxious vegetation growing upon or in any land or water is required in the 
interests of public health or is otherwise beneficial to the neighbourhood, the Hvalth 
Officer may, by written notice, require the owner or occupier of such land or water to 
cut, dig up, clear away and remove such vegetation. 


Removal to the assigned place—Removal by the District Engineer in default. 
of the owner or occupier—Fee for such removal, 


(2) Every person who, in compliance with any notice under by-law (1) or otherwise, 
removes any rank or noxious vegetation from any land or water shall, if not otherwise 
disposed of to the satisfaction of the District Engineer, forthwith carry away and deposit 
the same to and in such place as shall from time to time be appointed by the District 
Engineer for the disposal of such matter, In the event of default, it shall be lawful for 
the District Engineer to carry away and doposit such vegetation, and the person so in 
default shall pay to the District Engineer on demand (in addition to any penalty to which 
he may be liable under these by-laws) the cost of so carrying away and depositing the 
same, at the rate of one rupee and annas eight per cart or in such other scale as may be 
fixed by the Chief Executive Officer from time to time. 


Removal by District Engineer after previous notice. Fee for such removal— 
Removal by District Engineer after deposit of the refuse near the place ‘ 
of origin accessible to the municipal cart. 


(3) Any person having removed any rank or noxious vegetation from any land or 
water shall be entitled to have the same carried away by the District Engineer, provided 
that such person shall (a) prior to removal of such vegetation have given to the District 
Engineer 48 hours’ previous notice of his intention in that behalf and have deposited a 
sum sufficient to cover the cost of carrying away the same at a rate to be fixed by the Chief 
Executive Officer from time to time, and (4) forthwith after removing such vegetation 
have placed such matter in a place within the premises nearest to the said land or tank, 
which is accessible to the municipal carts. : 


Penalty clause. 


(1) Every person failing to comply with any notice under by-law (1) or committing 
any breach of the provisions of by-law (2) hereof shall be punishable for every such 
default or breach with fine which may extend to Rs. 10 or, in the case of a continuing 
default or breach, with fine which may extend to Ks. 5 for every day during which the 
defauit or breach continues after conviction for the first defauls or breach, 

(2) No person shall incur any penalty for not carrying away and depositing any 
rank or noxious vegetation as required in by-law (2) hereof, provided he complies with the: 
provision of by-law (3). * 

A printed copy of the above by-laws is open to public inspection free of charge and 
may be obtained on payment of a fee of annas 2 at the Secretary’s office in the “Coutral 
Municipal Office on any working day, between the hours of 12 and 4, for one month from 
date hereof, after which the proposed by-laws will be further proceeded with.

Monthly Weather and Crdp Report of Bengal for October 1926, 


I. Character of the season.—During the early part of the month wet weather 
prevailed accompanied with general rain throughout the province, In the latter part, the 
fall was slight. The usual rainfall statyment is appended. 


Il. Progress of agricultural ations.— Preparatory tillage for the spring crops 
and their sowings, especially of early varieties, were progressing under favourable 
conditions. Reaping of autumn paddy was almost over. Weeding of winter paddy still 
continues, 


III. State of standing crops.—LEffects of weather on standing crops were generally 
favourable except in the flooded tracts of Midnapore. The recent rain was beneficial to 
the standing crops in the Eastern Bengal districts, but more rain was needed for winter 
paddy in some West Bengal districts. 


TY. ts and probable outturn.—The prospects of deep-water paddy were 
generally satisfactory, and tnose of transplanted variety were fair. The outturn of sugar- 
cane was estimated at 82 per cent. of the normal. 


V. Damage to standing crops.—Damage to standing crops by insects was reported 
from parts of Mymensingh and Tripura State. 


VI. Condition of agricultural stock.—The condition of live-stock was generally fair. 
Sporadic cases of cattle-disease were, however, reported from nine districts. 


VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder,—Insufliciency of fodder was reported from 

rts of Murshidabad and Faridpur districts. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains.—During the second half of the month the price 
of common rice of the cheapest quality rose in 6 districts, fell in 7 and remained 
‘stationary in the rest of the province. It ranged from 5 seers per rupee at Burdwan, 
Hooghly, Jalpaiguri, Darjeeling, Rangpur, Pana, Faridpur and Noakhali, to 7 seers 
2 chitaks per rupee at Nadia. 


IX. Condition of agricultural population.—The condition of agricultural popula- 
tion was reported to be fair on the whole,

The Report of the Board of Revenue on the Land Revenue Administration of the 
Presidency for the year 1925-26. 


Reap aLso— : 
The Land Revenue Administration Reports of the three previous years, 


Mr. K. C. De, c.1.8., held charge of the office of the Member of the Board 
of Revenue from the beginning of the year to the 19th September and again 
from the 16th November 1925 to the end of the year. During the interyen- 
ing period when Mr. De was on leave the charge of the office was held by 
Mr. J. N. Gupta, M.n.x. . 

There was no serious natural calamity during the year, and generally 
stated, the condition of the agricultural class was prosperous. This is 
reflected in an improvement in the percentage of land reveniie collection, 
which increased to 95°46 from a little over 94. at which it was steady for 
several years previously. Number of sales of entire estates for arrears of 
land revenue also fell to 711 from 801 and 877 in the. previous two years. 
Certificates for realisation “of dues other than road and public works cesses 
also fell by about 10 per cent.” Repayment of land improvement and agricul- 
tural loans was also satisfactory though there was no improvement in 
percentage. Collection of road and public works cess was, however, not so 
satisfactory av might be expected, but there were fewer certificates filed for 
realisation of arrears. 

The high rates of wages for labour were maintained, and~while this. 
benetited the labouring classes and the high prices of food crops: benefited 
the agriculturists, the landless middle-class population suffered.» A partial 
relief was afforded by the fall in the price of cloth, but dearth of employment 
for intellectual labour continued. Activities in the direction. of: industrial 
pursuits—insignificant though most of them still are—are becoming more and 
more manifest, and Government have read with interest the Board’s review 
of these activities. 


The Board observes that the greatest obstacles to the prosperity of 


the rural area have been malaria and kala-azar, which continne to take a 
heavy toll in almost all parts of the province, particularly in the districts of 
west and north Bengal. Co-operative Anti-malarial Societies and. local 
organisations at several places are doing good work, but it is obvious that 
very much still remains to be done. : 
The cost of management proper of the estates under direct management 
gave a percentage of 9°7 on the current demand. Considerable economy bas 
been effected by the substitution of kunangoes in tie place of Sub-Deputy 
Collectors as tahsildars of khasmahals. On the other hand. the staff in 
general had to be given the benefit of the general revision of pay. of 
ministerial and other officers made during the years 1921-22, The figures 
since 1922-23 show that it is no longer possible to keep the cost within 6 
per cent. of collection. During the year 1925-26 the Board was able to

spend only Rs, 79,295 on agricultural, Sanitary and thiscellaneous improve- 
ments. A special additional grant to complete certain urgently needed 

' works was sanctioned with the vote of the Council during the current year, 
but it is obvious that the total 9} per cent. grant hitherto prescribed must 
be raised. The matter is under examination. i .- 

The Governor in Council has read with special,interest the accotiht of 
colonisation work in the Sunderbans in paragraphs 24-25 of the Board’s 

report. There is a very wide field of useful work for all departments of 
Government. in these newly reclaimed areas. These colonisation schemes 
have been helpful in converting even hardened criminals into fairly respect- 
able members of society. In the Bakarganj Sundarbans though the 
immediate increase in the raiyatwari rent demand was small, survey of a very 
large area of nearly 12,000 acres was completed under a new system, and if 
it expected that the revenue would soon increase by about Rs. 83,000. The 
programme in the 24-Parganas Sunderbans is also being steadily carried on. 
Th the settled areas the relations between landlord and tenant are 
repotfted to have been fairly satisfactory. Where friction arose it was due 
mainly to the misconduct of under-paid agents of absentee landlords. The 
commencement or expectation of settlement operations have been disturbing 
factors in some districts. It is hoped that these will settle down with better 
feeling when the operations close. The groundless fear that bargadars 
would be given occupancy right did not subside altogether and led in some 
ches to these men being deprived of their lands. On the other hand in the 
[acca district some Muhammadan cultivators refused to cultivate the lands 
of Shaha money-lenders on the barga system. These are only temporary 
causes of friction and are expected not to last long. 

The special provisions of the Bengal Tenancy Act for the protection of 
certain aboriginal tribes were extended? during the year to the Mundas, 
Oraons and Sonthals in the districts of Rajshahi and Bogra. The privilege 
given to certain landlords to realise arrears of rent from their tenants by 
cBrtificate pFocedur under section 158A of the Act appears to have been 

» used with discretion, and there was a fall in the number of such certificates 
from 88,451 in the previous year to 66,152. ‘In the district of Nadia 379 


“applications relating to 12,531 tenancies were filed for the conversion of ° 


utbandi tenancies into ordinary raiyati holdings under the special Act which 
* was passed in 1923. ‘The Governor in Councjh welcomes the inclications that 
this recent addition to the Statute Book lias been working smoothly and 


successfully. ; 4 
The thanks of the Governor in Council are due to the Board of Revenue 
for the careful and efficient administration of the Department.

Financial results. 


3. The receipts which in 1922-23, the last year of the preceding 
triennium, were Rs, 3,14,86,217, steadily rose during the triennium 
under review, reaching Rs. 3,24,43,623 in 1923-24, Rs. 3,44,79,285 im 
1924-25 and Rs. 3,67,18,643 in 1925-26. During the last year of the 
triennium the receipts, as reported by the Accountant-General, Benigal,. 
plus Rs. 5,79,288 paid to the Calcutta Improvement Trust on account. — 
of the excess stamp duty realised under section 82 of the Calcutta Pa 
Improvement Trust Act, 1911, and Rs. 11,30,000 being the provincial 
share. of the sale proceeds of unified stamps credited to non- , 
revenues, amounted to Rs. 5,(67,18,645, an increase of Rs, 22,839,358, or 
6-5 per cent. as compared with 1924-25 and of Rs. 42,75,020 or 13-1 

r cent. as compared with the year 1923-24. The increase occurred 
both under “ Judicial” and “ Non-Judicial ” stamps.

A.—Judicial stamps. 


6. The sale proceeds of Court-fee stamps (excluding stamps for 
copies) rose steadily during the past three years, The receipts were 
Rs, 2,16,73,138 in 1925-26 against Rs, 2,05,44,378 in 1924-25 and 
Rs. 2,03,74,473 in 1923-24. Compared with 1924-25, there was am 
increase of Rs. 11,28,760. Of this increase Calcutta alone contributed 
Rs, 9,86,802. This increase was mainly due to a number of big estates. 


having come under probate or letters of administration. In the mufassal ole 
there was a marked increase in the districts of Chittagong (Rs. 64,493), 
Khulna (Rs. 61,553), the 24-Parganas (Rs, 55,114) and Bogra P 


(Rs. 48,251). In the 24-Parganas and Khulna the increase was due to. 
settlement operations, while in Chittagong and Bogra it is attributed’ 
to the.institution of a larger number of suits. 

The receipts from the sale of stamps for copies rose from Rs. 6,98,343 
in 1923-24 to Rs. 7,16,324 in 1924-25 and to Rs. 8,79,187 in 1925-26, 

The receipts from the sale of plain papers used with Court-fee labels 
rose from Rs, 3,33,538 in 1923-24 to Rs. 3,46,802 and Rs. 5,65,484 in the 
second and the third year of the triennium, respectively. 


B.—Non-Judicial stamps. 


7. The revenue derived from the sale of “Non-Judicial stamps ”” 
during 1925-26 showed an increase of Rs. 9,00,580 or 7 per cent. as 
compared with 1924-25 and 24-9 per cent. as compared with 1923-24. 
The increase mainly occurred under the heads of “ mpressed stamps” 
and “ Miscellaneous receipts ”. peel, 

_ 8. Impressed stamps.—The receipts under this head (the most 
important item among Non-Judicial stamps) steadily rose ingthe trien- 
nium under review. In the first year, 1923-24, the receipts were 
Rs. 59,20,260. They rose to Rs, 65,09,233 and Rs, 74,61,168 in the 
second and third years of the triennium res ectively. “The increase . 
which was shared by all the districts, except Celeutte. was due to the 
istration of a larger number of documents, In the ‘Wiha " 
Division the cessation of the non-co-operation movement contri to 
_ this Increase. The decrease in Calcutta was due to a lesser nym of 
documents in the Bengali language having been registered. ~

are sold mainly in Calcutta were Rs. 5,80,494 in 1925-26 against 
Rs. 3, and Rs. 2,95,780 in the two preceding years of the trien- 
nium, ively. The large increase in 1924-25, as compared with 
1923-24, was due to the increased activity in foreign trade, while the 
decrease in 1925-26 was due to the comparative depression of trade. 


12. Share transfer stamps.—The sale of these stamps, which are 
used for payment of stamp duty on transfer of shares of public limited 
companies, is practically confined to Calcutta. The receipts roses from 
Rs. 4,78,361 in 1923-24 to Rs. 7,88,999 in 1924-25, but fell to Rs. 5,11,148 
in 1925-26. The large increase of Rs. 3,10,638 in 1924-25 was due to 
the trade boom in Calcutta during that year. 


13. Stamps for legal practitioner’s license—The receipts from the 
sale of these stamps steadily rose from Rs. 1,55,084 in 1923-24 to 
Rs. 1,64,365 and Rs. 2,10,741 in the second and third years of the 
triennium. 


14. Notaria! stamps.—The receipts from the sale of these stamps 
amounted to Rs, 7,003 in 1925-26 against 7,663 and 7,833 in the two 
preceding years. 


15. Forms for agreements and contracts chargeable with 2-anna 
coloured impressions.—The revenue from this source, which is confined 
to Caleutta only, rose from Rs. 5,499 in 1923-24 to Rs, 12,799 and 
Rs. 12,693 in the vears 1924-25 and 1925-26, respectively. 


16. Forms for cheques and receiptsx—The sale of these forms which 
are stamped with l-anna coloured impressions fell from Rs. 3,26,641 in 
1923-24 to Rs. 3,16,891 and Rs. 3,06,396 in 1924-25 and 1925-26, respec- 
tively. Of the total revenue for 1925.26, Calcutta contributed 
Rs. 3,02,101 or 98-6 per cent. ‘The decrease was due to trade depression. 


17. Miscellaneous receipts.—Thg receipts under this head are 
mainly composed of realisations under sections 8 and 35 and_sec- 
tions 32, 37, 40 and 41 of the Stamp Act. The receipts rose. from 
Rs. 2,49,612 in 1923-24 to Rs. 3,40,083 in 1924-25 and to Rs. 5,86,497 in 
1925-26. Of the total receipts for 1925-26 Caleutta contributed 
Rs. 5,26,464 or 90 per cent. The increase in 1925-26 as compared with 
1924.25 was Rs. 2,46,414, of which Calcutta contributed Rs. 2,384,112. 
The increase in Calcutta was mainly due to the floatation of big loans 
by the Caleutta Improvement Trust, the Caleutta Corporation and the 
Port Commissioners.

In compliance with the provisions of section 481 of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, 
it is hereby. notified for general information that the Corporation of Calcutta propose to 
make the following by-laws under clause 33 of section 475 of the said Act for preventing 
the straying of any animal and regulating the keeping, feeding and destruction of any 


animal and the disposal of its carcass and prescribing the fees payable to the Corpora- 
tion for such rémoval. 


By-laws under clause 33 of section 478 of the Calcutta Municipal Act 
regarding the straying of any animal, keeping, feeding and destruction 
of any animal and disposal of its carcass, and fees payable for such 
romoval. 

A.—Preventing the straying of any animal. 


1. No'person shalJ allow any cow, calf, bullock, buffalo, horse, mule, donkey, 
goat or any other four-footed animal to stray in or upon any public street, square, 
garden, market or land belonging to the Corporation. 

2. The Corporation shall have power to seize or canss to be seized any animal so 
found straying and shall send it or cause it to be sent to the nearest pound. 

3. If the owner of the animal seized as aforesaid and impounded in a pound estab- 
lished by the Corporation or his agent appear and claim the animal, the person appointed 
by the Corporation to be in charge of the pound shall deliver it to him on payment of the 
following charges, namely, annas eight for every goat, sheep or hog and rupee one for 
every other animal together with the expenses of feeding the same while impounded 
according to a daily rate to be fixed by the Chief Executive Officer. 

The owner or his agent on taking back the animal shall sign a receipt for it and will 
be entitled to a receipt for the amount paid by him, 

4. If the animal be not claimed within 10 days from the date of its being seized and 
impounded in the Corporation pound the officer in charge thereof will hang up in a 
conspicuous place in the pound a notice stating the description of the animal and the 
place where it was seized and that if such animal be not claimed and taken away within 
seven days from the date of the notice on payment of the charges mentioned above, it 
shall be sold by public auction. 

On the expiry of the said period the said officer in charge of the pound shall sell 
the sail animal as aforesuid and apply the sale-proceeds in payment of: the charges 
incurred and shall on demand return to the owner or his agent any surplus arising from 
such sale. an : 


B.—Keeping and feeding of any animal. 


5. ON. on shall keep any animal either in his possession or under his control 
in such a manner as to create a nuisance or be dangerous to any person or property. 
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6. No person shall keep either in his possession or under his control any animal 
suffering from any infections disease or any disease which is or may be transmissible to 
man beings. es 
sia 46. ae ae animal appears to be suffering from any infections disease or to be or to 
be likely to become otherwise injurivus to health or in any respect a nuisance, and the 
Health Officer, in the interest of public health, considers it necessary that it Should be 
properly insolated, the Corporation shall seize or cause to be seized any such animal and 
remove it to a Veterinary Hospital for treatment and the owner of such animal shall be 

liable for the costs of such removal and treatment. 
If the owner refuses or fails to pay such costs as may be ‘charged in that behalf the 
Corporation may sell, destroy or otherwise dispose of such animal. : 
8. No person shall feed any animal or suffer or permit any animal to be fed or 
to feed with or upon sewage or offensive matter. ° 


C.—Destruction and slaughter of any animal. 


9. No person shall flay any animal alive. ’ 

If any person is in possession of an entire skin portion whereof isthe skin of the 
head of an animal it shall be presumed, until the contrary is proved, that the animal has 
been flayed alive. 

10. In any case in which the skin or the carcass’ of an animal shows signs of a 
contagious disease, such skin or careass shall be destroyed by the Corporation. 

11, No animal that is or is known or reasonably believed to be with young shall be 
slaughtered for food. 

12. No prime cow shall be slaughtered for food, 

13. No calf should.be slaughtered for food. 

14, No person suffering from leprosy, sores or any skin disease or any contagious 
or infectious disease shall be allowed to take any part in the destruction or slaughter 
of animals, 


D.—Disposal of carcasses. 


15. (a) The owner or the occupier of any premises, in or upon which any animal 
dies or in or upon which the carcass of wny animal is foand and the owner or the person 
having the charge of any animal which dies in a street or in open place, shall, within 
3 hours after the death of the animal or if the death occurs at night within 3 hours after 
sunrise, either — 


(7) remove the carcass or cause it to be removed to some depét or place provided 
or appointed for the purpose by the Corporation under section 371 for the 
temporary deposit or final disposal of carcasses, or 

(#7) report the death of the animal or cause the same to be reported to the District 
Engineer or any other officer of the Corporation appointed for the porpose 
with a view to the removal of the carcass, ° 


(6) When any carcass is removed in pursuance of clause (it) of sub-clause (a), « fee, 
for the removal, of such amount as may be fixed by the Corporation from time to time 
shall be paid by the owner of the animal or, if the owner is not known, by the owner 
or occupier of the premises in or upon which the carcass is found or by the person in 
whose charge the animal died, 

(c) No person shall remove or cause to be removed the carcass of any animal— 

(¢) otherwise than toa depdt or place provided or appointed for the purpose under 
section 371 (1) or 
(it) in such a manner as to create a nuisance, 


(d) In case the owner or occupier of any premises in or upon which the carcass of 
any unimal is found, or the owner or the person having the charge of any animal which 
dies in a street or in any open place fail to report the death of the animal to the proper 
officer of the Corporation, or remove the carcass, the officers of the Corporation shall 
have power to enter into or upon any such premises in order to remove any carcass 
found lying there. 


A fee for such removal shall be paid by such owner or occupier of the premises or 
by the owner or by the person having the charge of the animal. 


E.—Penalty Clause. 


16. A breach of the above by-laws Nos, 1, 5, 6, 8, 9,11 and 12 shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to Rs. 50 and in the case of continuance of the breach with 
afurther fine which may extend to Rs. 10 for each day during which the breach con- 
tinues after the first day. 

A printed copy of the above by-laws is open to public inspection free of charge 
and. may be obtained on payment of a fee of annas2 at the Secretary's office in 
the Central Municipal office on any working day between the hours of 12 and 4 for 
one month from the date hereof after which the proposed by-laws will. be further

The Report on the Working of the Asansol Mines Board of Health for the year 
1925-26. 


Te constitution and personnel of the Board remained unchanged 
during the year. 

Nine ordinary and three special meetings were held during the year. 
One ordinary meeting failed for want of quorum. 

2. The total income of the Board, including an opening balance of 
Rs. 24,806, amounted to Rs. 1,93,401 during the year. The receipts from cess: 
increased from Rs. 1,39,064 to Rs. 1,64,413 during the year, of which 
Rs. 1,41,668 was collected from mine-owners and Rs. 22,745 from receivers. 
of royalties. The increase was attributed to the increased raisings of coal 
during the year 1924, basedon the average of the three preceding years, as 
also tothe increased number of road cess assessees and the increase in the 
amount of road cess assessment. Miscellaneous receipts rose from Rs. 1,456: 
to Rs. 1,913. The total expenditure amounted to Rs. 1,03,271, leaving a ‘ 
closing balance of Rs. 90,130. ‘This large balance is explained by (a) better 
collection of cess during the year and (b) the fact that owing to non-com- 
pletion of land acquisition proceedings the building programme for the year 
could not be carried out. P 

3. A severe outbreak of small-pox threatened the Settlement during 
the closing months of the year, but it was held in check by wholesale re-vacci- 
nation. The total number of cases recorded during the year was 1,?29 of 
which 126 cases proved fatal, 4s against 202 cases with 28 deaths during 
the previous year. The number of primary and secondary vaccinations 
performed during the year was 18,775 and 65,795 as against 16,634 
and 16,825, respectively, during the preceding year. 

The Settlement was free from malaria, the number of cases and deaths 
from the disease being much below the average. There was neither any 
ease of plague nor of epidemic dropsy throughout the year. There were 
altogether 415 cases of cholera with 206 deaths, against 444 seizures with 
273 deaths in the previous year. It is satisfactory to note that the spread 
of the disease was in all cases prevented by the various routine measures of 
disinfection carried out by the Board’s staff, and by the regular administra- 
tion of the essential oils cholera prophylactic to all house contacts. Ls 

The birth-rate increased from 26°02 per mille to 30°20, while there was 


-a satisfactory decrease in the death-rate, which was 16°83 against 18°53 per 


mille in the preceding year. The total number of births recorded during the 
year was 9,945 against 8,570 in 1924-25, while the number of recorded deaths 
deereased from 6,108 to 5,544. 
There was a decline in the rate of infantile mortality, which was 120 per 
thousand of births registered against 138 during the preceding year. 
low rate of infantile mortality which continues to compare favourably with 
that recorded anywhere in India, can safely be attributed to the satisfactory 
hygienic conditions maintained in the Settlement by the activities of the

In view of the widespread public interest which has been recently 
evinced with regard to the consumption of alcoholic liquors and drugs, the 
Government of Bengal consider that the time is ripe for a restatement of 
their excise policy and for foreshadowing practical lines of advance towards 
Securing more popular control on licensing questions. The present excise 
policy of Government is based on the Communique, dated 25th August 1921, 
in which it was clearly stated that the policy of Government was to impose 
a high taxation of intoxicating articles with a view to making them as dear 
as possible for the individual consumer and thereby keeping their consump- 
tion ata minimum. ‘his policy has been consistently pursued during the 
last five years. 

2. Facilities for the supply of liquor and drugs have been gradually 
restricted and shop sites have been continually brought under examination 
in reference to objections of the local people. Complete control over the 
price of country spirit, hemp drugs and rice beer has been secured, and 
minimum prices have been fixed for foreign liquor, while administrative 
arrangements are such that any tendency towards increased consumption can 
be immediately checked. No changes in rates of duty or license fees, or 
alterations in administrative arrangements are sanctioned for the purpose of 
increasing revenue ; on the contrary, it is an essential condition that the 
restriction of consumption should he a basic and inherent feature in any 
suggested development. . 

The following measures taken by Government with a view to carrying 
out their policy of restriction of, and control over, the consumption of 
alcoholic liquors and drugs may be specifically mentioned :— 


. (1) Levy of gradually increasing rates of taxation on these articles 
with adequate and suitable regulations to control prices for the 
consumer. 

(2) Gradual reduction in the number of places of retail vend. 
ts} Effective control over the manufacture and wholesale vend. 
4) Regulation and gradual restriction of hours of sale. 

(5) Suppression of illicit traffic as much as possible. 


Very recently the rate of duty on ganjq has been increased by nearly 50 
per cent. and that on charas by nearly 70 per cent. : 

3. That the measures adopted by Government have proved effective in 
bringing about a general diminution in the consumption of excisable articles , 
will appear from the statistics given below relating to the consumption of 
mop spirits, ganja.and opium for the years 1911-12, 1920-21 and

* It will be seen that although there has been an increase in the consump- 
tion of “ beers”, that of wines and spirits has been kept under adequate 
control and has not been permitted to increase, ‘The retail sale of pachwat 
country rice beer) as well as of toddy (fermented juice of palm) has also Been 
rought under increasingly effective control during the last few years. 

5. ‘The figures quoted below will indicate clearly that a policy of gradual 
reduction in the number of places of vend of these articles with due regard 
tothe requirements of moderate consumers has been steadfastly followed 
in thecase of most of these articles, not only by the Licensing Boards in 
Calcutta and Howrah, but also in other areas in the Presidency. ‘The 
apparent small increase in the number of foreign liquor licenses (“‘ on” and 
“* off” shops) in 1925-26 was due toa change in the system of ‘hcensing of 
dhese premises, and not to an actual increase in the number of licensed 
premises :—

6. Of late demands have been put forward from various quarters for the 
adoption of local option and even of total prohibition. Government have 
given very careful consideration to these questions, and are now in a_ position 
to state their views with regard to these suggestions. 

7. So far as total prohibition is concerned, it was pointed out in the 
Communiqué of 1921 that total prohibition of the manufacture, sale and 
consumption of excisable articles involved an unjustifiable interference with 
the liberty of individuals, and Government still adhere to that view. Nor 
ean they disregard the fact that the successful enforcement of actual prohibition 
among the population is a matter which is open to the gravest doubt and in 
practice the total denial of facilities is sure to lead to an increase of illicit 
practices as well as other undesirable effects. ‘hese considerations were no 
doubt present in the minds of the members of the Legislative Council in 1921 
when a mvtion urging prohibition was discussed. by that body and was 
rejected. Inthese circumstances, Government are not prepared to accept 
total prohibition as the goal of their excise policy. 

- 8. With regard to local option, it may be pointed out that in actual 
application the principle of local option means nothing less than permissive 
local prohibition. It involves a direct election on the question of “license” 
or “no license,”’ or as an alternative, a proposed reduction of licenses. It 
would be impossible, in the first place, to obtain a really representative and 
impartial opinion on these questions in the special circumstances obtaining 
in Bengal, where in rural areas there is only one shop for a large area, say, 
for a radigs. of 7 or 8 miles and sometimes more. Abolition of such 
a shop would mean the total denial of facilities in that area and therefore 
prohibition. In a referendum to the villagers over such a large area as 
to whether a particular shop should be abolished, it would be impossible to 
obtain a really representative and jmpartial opinion, as most of the villagers 
would be ignorant or indifferent on such an issue and the vote would be 
_ largely influenced either by the prohibitionisis on the one hand or by the 
trade on the other.
